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REMARKS 

Claims 1-7 and 10-28 are pending in the application. Claims 1-2 and 10-13 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103. Claims 3-7 and 14-28 are allowed. Claims 1 and 2 are hereby 
canceled. Claims 10 and 11 are hereby amended. No new matter has been introduced by 
these amendments. 

Claims 10 and 1 1, as amended, depend on allowed claim 3. Hence, Applicants submit 
that claims 10 and 11, and claim 12 which depends on claim 11, are allowable for the same 
reasons as claim 3. Reconsideration and allowance of dependent claims 10-12 is respectfully 
requested. 

Having now fully and completely responded to the Office Action, Applicants assert 
that the pending claims are fully in condition for allowance. Reconsideration and allowance 
are respectfully requested.
